Football League players with at 
least five years of service dating 
from 1959 will receive retirement 
benefits at the age of 65 under a 
new plan adopted Thursday by the 
league.

"We hope _to have some projec-

"When we are able to extend 
our coverage I think we would 
consider picking up 
retroactive 


service (before 1959) before we 
think of cutting the retirement age 
below 65. You must remember we 
are just starting.

pay the highest possible benefits.
